.."But when-I stated-In that dispatch, 
and reitorato now, that, as a rule oC policv, 
we arc the entire advocates, of the Monroe 
doctrine, we mean the Mourou doctrine as 
President Monroe understood it. In that 
sense you will not find any'more con- 
vinced supporters than we are." 


Lord Salisbury'then turned abruptly to 


the Armenian question, and he reproached 
the religious communities with laboring 
nndur. a mistake when.they supposed that 
England had bound herself in honor to 
succor the Armenians, which means to go 
to war with the sultan, in order to force 
him to govern the Armenians. 


The Berlin treaty, Lord Salisbury said, 


merely bound the signatory "powers that 
if the sultan promulgated certain reforms 
they would watch over the execution of 
those • reforms. Nothiug more. He did 
not think anyone could interpret that as 
on understanding.!;!) go to war. As to the 
Cyprus convention, Lord Salisbury con- 
tinued,, It contains no trace of nn under- 
standing to interfere in behalf ot the sul- 
tan's subjects. 
'"I was concerned in the drafting of both 


these conventions," Lord Salisbury said, 
"and nothing would have Induced me to 
pledge .my country to such a desperate 
undertaking."

. Sultan Didn't Order Masaacrei. 


"My own .opinion is that the sultan's 


government Is weak, wretched, Impotent 
and-powerless; but it is a dream to 
imagine that he ordered the perpetration 
of those cruelties. In my judgment there 
is no ground for-thinklng so. It was race 
faction and creed faction, 'driven to the 
highest point in their most corrupt and 
moss horrible form, which brought upon 
the wretched Armenians these terrible 
sufferings. 
' 
- 


"1C you ask why we have not interfered, 


I can only answer for England that we 
'could have threatened what I may call 
annoyances in the seizing of customs here 
and there; but whan you are dealing with 
the rising of a whole fanatical population 
niraiust n population with whom they 
have been at bitter emnity for ages, and 
•who 'aru situated in mountains, far re- 
moved from 'the seashore," you are'deceiv- 
ing yourselves it you imagine that -Eng- 
land^ arm, long as it is, could .have done 
anything in mitigation. Nothing but a 
military, occupation could have dono It, 
and England does not possess the power for 
military occupation at that distance. 


"Mr. Ghid'stono wrote in a letter that. 


England could cope with five or six Tur- 
keys. That' was a most ill-judged and" 
rash obsarvnj-ion. If the sultan would 
meet us on the open sea, undoubtedly we 
could cope with five or six sultans. But 
it is not worth arguing the possibility of 
England occnpying these inaccessible prov- 
•inces. I am not: bouud to answer the 
question why Europe did not interfere.' I 
say, confidentially, that none of the pow- 
ers wished to interfere, and I believe their 
view is that, with patience, the sultan's 
prestige, which is the. only power left in 
the country, will ultimately re-establish 
orderand'ullow industry and commerce 
to take their usual secure course, 


"That Is their view, and it is our duty 


•to give the sultan time. Is Is not for me 
to pass, judgment on-that view, .but no 
other remedy has been suggested. It is 
some encouragement to find that already 
some degree of order is being restored. If 
you do not*acc with the great powers, you 
must act 'against them, and produce ca- 
lamities far more awful- and terrible than 
the Armenian atrocities." 


In .'conclusion, Lord Salisbury referred 


to the recent patriotic demonstrations in 
the colonies in the face of the threatened 
foreign complications/and said: "i care 
not how mush we are isolated, If we are 
united. An example has been set which 
will shed a beneficent light on the latest 
generations of Englishmen." 


Lord Salisbury, at the -opening of his 


speech; referred to the recant Transvaal 
crisis as throwing a lurid light upon what 
might happen if home ru)e were granted 
to Ireland. As soon as the Transvaal was 
In trouble, ho pointed out, it applied to 
tho foreign powers, Instead of to-England, 
for support.

Oat the strips in to thin 
shavings, weigh them, and to each 
pound of the shavings allow a pound of 
granulated sugar. 
Place the shavings 


and tho sugar in a porcelain lined ket- 
tle, witli the juice of !i lomcjcs to. euch 
pound of fruit, and add to this a quar- 
ter of 11 pound of ginger root to 8 ponuds 
of fruit. 
Wash, scrape and cut the giu-

the pumpkin becomes tender and clear. 
Stir as little as possible to avoid break' 
ing the pieces.

There is considerable excitement among 


liquor dealers .on the new license idea 
which proposes to do away with first 
class licenses entirely in the future 
aud 


continue the sale of liquor in license 
towns entirely under the provisions of i 
fourth class licenses or by hotels to guests, ! 
as under the provisions of an innholder's 
license. 


Legal advice was secured upon the mat- 


ter of drawing up a bill to be presented-to 
to the legislature, providing either that no 
more first-class licenses, except to hotels, 
shall be issued in cities that shall so vote 
at future elections; or that no such-licenses 
shall be-granted .anywhere in the state, 
outside of Boston. 


The movement, it is said, will be con- 


tinued until it is brought'to the attention 
of the legislature in some form or other. 


The .claim is made that hv adopting 


such a bill the most objectionable feature 
of the liquor business, the saloon, is re- 
moved in time of'license. 


Under the proposed state of affairs, as 


ntenrted by the promoters o£ the idea. re- 
ferred to above, there will be no saloons, 
as only under the provisions of a first- 
class license can liquor be sold to be drunk 
on the premises. A fourth-class license, 
snch as ;t is proposed to restrict the busi- 
ness to. except In.the ease of hotels, pro- 
vides for the sale of liquor,not to be drunk 
upon the premises. 


As snch a movement has a vast amount 


of interest for all classes of temperance 
workers, several of the more prominent 
ones of Boston were interviewed upon the

In my judgment there 
is no ground for thinking so. It was race 
faction and creed faction, driven to the 
highest point in their most corrupt and 
most horrible form, whioh brought upon 
the wretched Armenians these terrible 
sufferings. 


"If you ask why wo have not interfered, 


I can only answer for England that we 
could have threatened what I may call 
annoyances in the seizing ot customs here 
and there; but when you are dealing with 
the rising of a.whole fanatical population 
against a population with whom they 
have been at bitter enmity for ages, anil 
who aru situated In mountain?, fur re- 
moved from tim seashore, you aro deceiv- 
ing yourselves if you imagine that Eng- 
land's arm, long as it is, could have dono 
anything in mitigation. Nothing but a 
military occupation could have done it, 
and Kncland does not possess tho power for 
military occupation at that distance. 


Mr. Gladstone wroto in a letter that 


England could cope with flvo or sis Tur- 
keys. Thac was' a most Ill-judged and 
rash observation. If the sultan would 
meet us on the open sea, undoubtedly we 
could copo with five or six sultans. "But

til 11 H. m. today, then the Ilve-minutu 
rule of debate to apply, except to Mr. llor 
rill, the venerable head of the finance com1 
mltteo, and, finally, a vote on tho bill antl 
all firnomlniBnts at ii o'clock. 


Fora few mimites it looked as though 


Mr. Hill (N. Y.) would again prevent an 
agruL'iuont. 
He asked 
for a distinct 


understanding that various parliament- 
ary motions to postpone, lay on the table, 
etc., should not bo cut off. This was 
readily conceded by Mr. Harris, so long as 
the final voto was at 3 o'clock. This dis- 
posed of (Tie last remaining objection, and 
the presiding officer declared the unani- 
mous agreement to be iu force. Aside 
from this, tho day was given to speeches 
on the ponding bill. 


Tho house confined itself to routine busi- 


ness. Most of tho session was devotod to 
the District; of Columbia appropriation 
bill. The regular attempt was made to 
huvo all tho expenses of tho district gov- 
ernment paid by the district, but tho mo- 
tion made by Mr. De.irinont (Dem., Mo.)

order. The district bill carried SD,417,960, 
£U53,-!33 less than tho sum appropriated for 
the current fiscal year. 


It was expected that A. J. Rosenthal, 


who contested Miles Crowley's seat from 
tho Tenth Texus district, would address 
the housn In support of his claim, but he 
waived the privilege accorded .him, and 
the resolution of the committee, confirm- 
ing Mr. Crowley's title to his seat, was 
adopted. 


Bills were passed to amend section 8255 


of the revised statutes regarding exemp- 
tions allowed distillers of fruit brandies so

While he did not absolutely 
oppose the proposed change, Senator Platt 
contended that the senate should assume 
a higher plane than that of going in for 
the small spoils of the party patronage.
